The power of the world 
game has done something that 
none of the other mainstream 
football sports can do, and that 
is, represent a nation in all states 
ona global scale. 

First of all, the FFA should be 

congratulated, as it finally imple- 

mented the professional procedures that got us to 
the World Cup and beyond. The appointment of. 
Guus and the revamp of the national competition 
have given the sport the confidence it dually re- 
quired. But the biggest Coe for the sport, was the 
sleek move out of Oceania and into Asia. 

The move into Asia has ensured the games com- 
mercial viability between the World Cups, as the 
hollow four years between WC qualification have 
now been punctuated by a continental tournament 
that keeps our Footyroos active on a competitive 
front. The commercial gains are too many to men- 
tion, and the inclusion of Australia into Asia has 
been seen as a win -win situation for all involved.

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CLASSY CANNONS FIRE. 
PAST EMBATTLED LIONS 


‘The Oakleigh Cannons consolidated their posi- 
tion on top of the Vodafone Cup ladder, when they 
recorded a 3-1 victory against a stubborn Preston 
Lions on Friday night at Olympic Village in Hei- 
delberg. 

Preston was missing several first team regulars in- 
cluding forwards Nick Lazarevski and the iconic 
John Sapazoyski and clearly lacked potency up for- 
ward.

Portugal wins 3-1 in. Penalties 


GELSENKIRCHEN- Once again, the penalty spot 
proved the downfall of England as they were eliminat- 
ed 3-1 by Portugal afler playing a 0-0 draw with just 10 
men after the dismissal of Wayne Rooney. 

‘The win put Portugal into the semi-finals of the World 
Cup for the first time since 1966, and set up a tie with 
either Brazil or France. 

The better of the early play was that of the English, 
looking particularly dangerous up the flanks, but a 
chance up the middle in the ninth minute provided them 
their first scoring opportunity as Ricardo did well to 
hold a shot from distance by Wayne Rooney. 

But immediately on the other end, Portugal came back 
through Rooney’s Manchester United teammate, Cris- 
tiano Ronaldo, but his shot was saved by Ricardo’s 
counterpart in the England goal, Paul Robinson. 
Portugal should have opened the scoring in the 13th 
minute when a free kick from the right by Luis Figo 
was not cleared by Gary Neville, but despite having the 
ball fall right to his feet, Tiago was unable to get off a 
point-blank shot. 

A tantalizing cutback into the center of the area by 
Frank Lampard in the 17th minute could have provided 
England a great chance (o take the lead, but an alert 
clearance by Miguel denied Joe Cole 2 chance to get 
on the end of it. 

Another dangerous cross into the center caused trouble 
for the Portuguese defense as Lampard snuck in behind 
them, but at full stretch was just barely unable to get a 
touch to the ball. 


Following this chance, England looked ver content to 
just siton the ball in midfield, and just deny Portugal as 
much possession as they could. 

But, Figo finally came up with a near-chance in the 


. 39th minute that swerved wide of the far post after he 


came in from the left. 

A weak Tiago header from a comer kick scemed tq 
seriously trouble Robinson in the 41st minute, but the 
Tottenham Hotspur backstop was able to swat the ball 
away. * 

Just as the first half entered stoppage time, Lampard 
took a crack at Ricardo’s goal from outside the Portugal 
penalty area, the Chelsea man could only fire his shot 
right at the goalkeeper. 

‘Six minutes into the second half, David Beckham shout- 
ed hard for a penalty as he felt Nuno Valente handled in 
the area, but he was then subbed off for Aaron Lennon 
after picking up a calf injury at the start of the half. 
Two minutes later, Lampard found himself wide open 
in the area after receiving a comer kick, but he rushed 
a volley rather than settle the ball down and fired high 
of the goal. 

Lennon then created havde for Portugal’s defense in the 
59th minute with a brilliant run into the area, leaving 
the ball for Rooney, but after the striker missed the ball, 
Joe Cole fired an effort over the top with the back of the 
net just begging him to put the ball in. 


‘The match was tured on its head in the 62nd minute . 


when Rooney received a straight red card from referee 
Horacio Flizondo after a tussle with Manchester United 
teammate Cristiano Ronaldo. Soon after, Joe Cole was 
sacrificed for striker Peter Crouch. 

In the immediate aftermath, England’ actually looked 
stronger as Steven Gerrard became more involved at- 
tacking down the left and Portugal showed no attacking 
incentive with their extra man. 

In the 76th minute, this showed as Martiche attempted 
an ambitious effort from 30 yards out that sailed high, 
with no one going forward into the area. 


‘Two minutes later, Portugal actually made Robinson- 


get involved in the action as the ball was laid off for 
Figo just inside the area on the right, but his looping 
shot toward the far post was knocked away.

Petit made sure Robinson was still on his toes when 
he attempted a long shot in the 114th minute, bat the 
goalkeeper was still alert and made the save. 

Despite an impressive performance after coming on as 


a substitute, Lennon was taken off for Jamie Carragher 
as Sven-Goran Eriksson prepared for the penalty shoot- 
out,

Germany wins 4-2 in Penalties 


BERLIN- After a dramatic equalizer by Miroslav 
Klose late in normal time, Germany defeated Ar- 
gentina 4-2 om penalties after a 1-1 draw through 
120 minutes of their World Cup quarter-final, 

‘The match started with both captains addressing the 
crowd in their native languages 

about tolerance of all races in football, but once the 
opening whistle blew, the 

tension and fire between the two nations was notice- 
able, 

Early hard fouls and a lot of finger-pointing between 
players preceded the first chance of the game on eight 
minutes when Lukas Podolski’s swerving free kick 
bounced in front of Roberto Abbondanzieri, who gath- 
ered, but not before he failed to catch it at the first at- 
tempt. 

Carlos Tévez, who started in place of Javier Saviola, 
caused a lot of problems up the left side for Germany, 
but they were able to deal with it well enough early 
on. 

In the 16th minute, a counterattack by the Germans 
Jed to a well-placed ball into the area from Bernd Sch- 
neider, but after making a run inside defender Fabricio 
Coloccini, Michael Ballack’s header was just wide. 


‘The match then resorted to possession and attempted 
attacks on the flank for both teams as Argentina con- 
trolled the ball, but Germany occasionally made runs 
through Philipp Lahm and Bernd Schneider, However, 
neither side could even create a half-chance and the 
German fans were clearly not pleased. 

In the 40th minute, it was clear that the German de- 
fenders were a bit wary of Tévez and his skill as he 
possessed on the edge of the area, with three white 
shirts surrounding him as soon as he touched the ball. 
A late free kick from near the byline presented Germa- 
ny with a chance to score before the half-time break, 
but Crespo’s confident header away marked the end of 
the first 45 minutes. 

‘Two minutes into the first half, Argentina captain Juan 
Pablo Sorin fouled Ame Friedrich on the right side, 
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earning a yellow card that would keep him out of a po- 

tential semi-final, but the resulting free kick was taken 

well by Abbondanzieri. 

0-1 Roberto Ayala 49th minute 

‘The Germans would be ruing that miss just two min- 

utes later as Roberto Ayala beat Miroslav Klose to a 

header in the area from Riquelme’s comer kick, and 

the ball squirmed between goalkeeper Jens Lehmann 

and Philipp Lahm guarding the near post. 

The goal marked the first time Germany had trailed in 
the entire tournament. 

Javier Mascherano conceded a free kick to the Ger- 

mans on the right edge of the area in the 60th minute, 

but Podolski’s attempt to find the far post went soaring 

over the goal, 

Abbondanzieri caused Argentina some problems in the 

64th minute when he missed 

attempting to gather a comer kick, but Ballack’s at- 

tempted shot was blotked and the danger was cleared 

as Germany failed to capitalize again. 


In the 71st minute, Abbondanzieri had to be subbed 
off after being injured on that comer kick sequence, 
second-choice goalkeeper Leo Franco coming on to 
take his place. 

A giveaway by Lahm in the 73rd minute allowed Tévez 
to run toward the center of the pitch, and after laying 
the ball off to Maxi Rodriguez on the right, the hero 
gainst Mexico could only fire a shot into the side-net- 
ting. 

Argentina appeared to give up on their attack after that 
and they conceded a lot of possession to the Germans. 
And that tactic would come to haunt them with 10 
minutes left to play. 

1-1 Miroslay Klose 80th minute 

Ballack raced out to the left flank and crossed toward 
the center of the area, allowing substitute Tim Borows- 
ki to flick on with his head right to Klose, whose head- 
er went inside the far post for a stunning equalizer.

Their coach, Deb 
also plays in the team 
as Goal Keeper. As 
Deb was over at the 
World Cup I asked 
the girls whether 
they believe it would 
be harder for Deb to 
coach and make nec- 
essary changes during 
a game while playing 
in the team. The girls 
unanimously agreed 
it would definitely be 
extremely hard but 
Deb does very well doing what she does and 
obviously she does well if the team has made 
the last two Grand Finals. 

Not all the girls live locally either with some 
of the players traveling from west of Mel- 
bourne from places like Seddon and others 
coming from Phillip Island/ Cowes. 

The team trains twice a weck on a Tuesday 
and Thursday at 7pm for two hours. The girls 
told me that each training session consists of a 
warm up, a few drills and skills, shots at goal 
then a game and finally a-warm down. Rain, 


hail or shine these girls train, I know this to be 
true because when we spoke it was pouring 
rain ten minutes before the girls were due out 
on the field. ~ 
Although the girls referred to their two straight 
Grand Final losses as “a sore topic” that they 
“don’t like talking about” they do believe that 
they can make the Grand Final again this year 
despite coming from fourth or fifth on the 
ladder. They lightheartedly believe coming 
from a current fifth on the Vodafone Premier 
League ladder is a “new tactic, a secret plan 
for this year!” 

The women at the Cranbourne Comets Soccer 
Club have a definite determination, an abso- 
lute desire to compete, dominate for the rest 
of this season and remain one of the stron- 
gest teams in the Premier League for years to 
come. And of course they want the Premier- 


ship they have come so close to obtaining and 
with a solid 2-2 draw with ladder leader, Ash- 
burton the Cranbourne Comets might just win 
the Premiership this year.
